Patent Office rejected Claims 1 and 12 under 35 U.S»C. §102 (b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Application Publication No. 200200068B7 
to Radwanski et ai- Further, the Patent Office rejected Claims 1^ 
4, 7, 11, 12, 14, 20 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,723,428 to Foss et al. Still 
further, the Patent Office rejected Claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103 (a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,610,173 to 
Lindsay et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,789,326 to Hansen et 
al. and Radwanski &t ai.; and rejected Claims 13 and 23'-28 under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Foss et al. in view of 
U-S- Patent No. 5,921,062 to.Weder. 

By the present Amendment, Applicants cancelled Claims 1-29 and 
added new Claims 30-35. Applicants assert that the amendments to 
the claims overcome the objections and rejections made by the 
Patent Office and place the application in condition for allowance - 

Applicants note with appreciation that the Patent Office 
indicated that Claims 15-19, 22 and 29 would be allowable if re- 
written in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. To this end. Applicants
